OParmelia hayachinensis Kurok. This species is known only from the type 
locality, Mt. Hayachine in northern Honshu. It is closely related to P. galbina 
(L.) Ach., P. metarevoluta Asah., and P. obsessa Ach. as discussed by the 
author (Journ. Jap. Bot. 43: 350-352. 1968). The distribution and probable 
mode of speciation of these four species were also discussed by the author 
(ibid.). 

In a specimen of Parmelia collected on Miyake Island, sphaeroidal cells, 
characteristics of four species mentioned above, were observed and galbinic 
acid was demonstrated with the ordinary crystal tests. In addition, typical 
pustules are present of the upper surface of the lobes of this specimen. There¬ 
fore, the specimen can be identified with P. hayachinensis.
